ARMY REORGANIZATION BILL IS 


APPKOVED BY SENATE MILI- 
TARY COMMITTEE BY VOTE OF 
9 TO 5. 


The new army reoranization bill 


ordered favorably reported by the 
senate military committee, is expect- 
ed to 'be called up in the senate next 
week. It provides for compulsory mi- 
litary training for boys between the 
ages of eighteen and twenty-one in- 
clusive, this provision having been 
included by a nine to five vote of the 
committee. 


The (bill also provides for the es- 


tablishment of one army to be divid- 
ed in to a ciaizen army composed of 
men who have received the compul- 
sory training; a standing army con- 
sisting of 280,000 enlisted men and 
18,000 officers 
and the 
national 


guard. The citizen army will be call- 
ed to the colors only in case of war. 


All youth's who have undergone 


the four months training would be 
plased on the reserve list, but would 
be subject to two week's training 
annually. During training their de- 
dependants would receive allowances 
similar to those now provided under 
the war risk insurance act.

Sliver Black Foxes and Skunks Seem 


to be the Most Desirable Animals 
To Raise. 


Fur farming is (becoming a very 


profitable business in several parts 
of the country, especially in the foot- 
hills of the Adirondacks, where a 
number of skunk and silver black 
fox farms are in thriving operation. 
Although it is estimated that 10,000,- 
000 fur-bearing animals are killed 
each year in North America, the price 
of furs continues, to advance, because 
of the shortage of the supply, as com- 
pared with the always increasing de- 
mand, and unless domestication of 
-fur-bearers is continued on a still 
larger scale the cost of fur clothing 
must continue to advance. 
There are advantages in buying 


fur farm products over the'pelts tak- 
en in the -wild state. On the farms 
they are taken when the fur is in 
the highest possible state of perfec- 
tion, while a wild fur, full prime is 
a rarity. Fur buyers estimate that a 
million dollars' loss' comes each year" 
because of the mutiliation of the fur 
by animals 
being taken 
in traps,* 


where they often damage themselves 
and through 'bullet holes or other in- 
juries caused in killing. Animals on 
farms are killed in a humane manner 
and without injury to the pelt. Even- 
tually, many well informed trappers 
hold, the bulk of the fur product

The silver black fox is perhaps the 


most desiralble animal that can be 
raised on a fur farm. Its fur is soft 
and beautiful, and commands a high 
price. The black fox habit at one time 
extended from the arctic regions to as 
far south as Pennsylvania and west 
to Utah, but the great demand for 
this pelt nearly brought about its ex- 
tinction in his wild state. Domestica- 
t^on probably saved the species from 
extinction and it readily adapts it- 
self to its new home on the farm.

more profitable than hog and poultry 
raising, notwithstanding the unpre- 
cedented prices.

than ever In their efforts to stamp 
out the new faith. With Saul as their 
leader they rushed back to the city, 
dragged 
from their homes and i 


prisoned those who confessed Chris 
In this the devil overreached himself, 
for the believers took flight and went 
everywhere preaching the word. The 
time had come for the witness-bearing 
to extend beyond Jerusalem and Ju- 
dea. 
Preaching was not confined to 


the twelve. The Lord thus makes the 
devil's wickedness to further his own 
purpose. 
Frequently, in the hour of 


trial, Christians see more clearly their 
duty and bestir themselves to perform 
it. 
If Christians will not move on, 


the Lord will shove them on. 


II. Philip Preaching the Gospel in 


Samaria, (vv. 5-13). 


Hitherto the gospel had reached 


only Jews; now its scope broadens 
nnd a Jew is preaching to Samaritans, 
and Samaritans are rejoicing in the 
frospel of Christ proclaimed by a Jew. 
His preaching was fruitful for multi- 
tudes believed his1 message. Much joy 
in this Samaritan city followed the re- 
ception of the message. Both Samar- 
itans and Jews were looking for 
Christ, so they were glad to know that 
the Christ had come.

They discerned that the Spirit had not 
yet fallen upon the believers, so they 
laid hands upon them and the Spirit 
was given unto them. These Samari- 
tans were really converted, regener- 
ated, but had not yet been filled with 
the Spirit's gift. 
Believers should

The mission of Peter and John shows 
the unity of the church—the mother 
church gave sanction to the new work 
in Samaria. Much of the work of the 
modern evangelist is a failure be- 
cause It is not properly followed up 
by those who will instruct and' bring 
rbe converts into relationship with the 
living church.

Kurds and themselves forced to beg,

••' the barest existence, ihese boys had 
•completely lost their moral sense when 
•they finally found refuge In the Near 
Bast Relief orphanges. 


The boys had been clad In rags for 


•so long that they had forgotten how to 
take care of clothes. This was a tragedy

Boy Scouts and given their uniforms.

PERIOD OF READJUSTMENT. 
There is an insistent mass of psy- 


chology that must be taken Into ac- 
count seriously in these after-days of 
peace and readjustment. It pervades 
the United States precisely as it per- 
vades the lands of the European al- 
lies and the lands of the enemy, for 
that matter. 
Men caniiot Immediate- 


ly readjust themselves to the seren- 
ities of peace after having passed 
through the keen excitements of ac- 
tion on the battlefield or of a fever- 
ish crowd life in military camp. That 
is one of the fundamental causes of 
the unrest of which we hear so much 
just now. By no means is there a men- 
acing spirit of discontent in all these 
men, says Minneapolis Tribune. Many 
of them—perhaps most—are scarcely 
more than ill at ease, restless, craving 
diversion and excitement. Civilians 
back from a picnic or an eventful va- 
cation go through the same kind of 
psychological process. 
The only dif- 


ference Is that the reactions are not 
for them so violent, the readjustments 
not so hard to accomplish. 
In both 


cases there is some temporary impair- 
ment of efficiency, some lack of stabil- 
ity, some weakening of the power of 
concentration upon the business of the 
hour. The handicaps are the more se- 
vere on the demobilized service men 
because they have been through the 
greater stress of mind and body. 


There are occasions when It is right 


for a person to get mad, it shows that 
he has something worth while in him, 
but it is a sad mistake to keep mad 
or hold a grouch, to sulk and brood 
over one's grievances, fancied or other- 
wise. 
Anger should be only a tem- 


porary passion, that is Indulged in but 
infrequently. In the main, everyone 
should keep in good humor and try to 
make those around him hold the same 
state of mind. The grouch, the sulk- 
er. the fellow who appears mad at 
someone all the time, is difficult to get 
along with and is disliked by his asso- 
ciates. 
A grouch never makes much 


of a success in life. 


If consumers will co-operate ener- 


getically with the government in its 
campaign against the high cost of 
living, much may be done to bring 
down prices. 
The trouble with the 


public Is that indignation at profiteer- 
ing or any other abuse does not last 
long enough to take any sustained vig- 
orous action. The path of least re- 
sistance is the popular one in the 
long run. but it does not lead to sat- 
isfactory results.

PEKSHING'S OWN STORY 
made Its first appearance In battle at 
this time, while the Fourth division 
took up the task of the Forty-second 
division and advanced with the Thirty- 
second to the Vesle river, where, on 
Aug 6, the operation for the reduc- 
tion of the Marne salient terminated. 


In the hard fighting from July 18 to 


Aug. 6 the Germans were not only 
halted In their advance, 
but 
were 


driven back from the Marne to the 
Vesle and committed wholly to the 
defensive. 
The 
force of American 


arms had been brought to bear in time 
to enable the last offensive of the en- 
emy to be crushed. 


The First and Third corps now held 


a continuous front of 11 kilometers 
along the Vesle. On Aug. 12 the Seven- 
ty-seventh division relieved the Fourth 
division on the First corps front, and 
the following day the Twenty-eighth 
relieved the Thirty-second division in 
the Third corps, while from Aug. 6 to 
Aug. 10 the Sixth infantry brigade of 
the Third division held a sector on the 
iver line. The transfer of the First 
corps to the Woevre was ordered at 
this time, and the control of this front 
was turned over to the Third corps. 


On August 18 Gen. Petain began an 


offensive between 
Rheims and the 


Oise. Our Third corps participated in 
this operation, crossing the Vesle on 
Sept. 4 with the Twenty-eighth and 
Seventy-seventh d'visions and over- 
coming stubborn opposition on the pla 
teau south of the Aisne, which was 
reached by the Seventy-seventh on 
Sept. 7. Two days later the Third 
corps was transferred to the region 
of Verdun, the Seventy-seventh divi- 
sion remaining in line on the Aisne riv- 
er until Sept. 17. 


The Thirty-second division, upon its 


relief from the battle on the Vesle, 
joined a French corps north of Sois- 
sons and attacked from Aug. 29 to 
31. 
capturing 
Juvigny 
after 
some 


particularly desperate fighting and 
reaching the Chauny-Soissons road. 


On the British front two regiments 


of the Thirty-third division partici- 
pated in an attack on Hamel, July 4, 
and again on Aug. 9 as an incident of 
the allied offensive against the Amiens 
salient. One of these regiments took 
Gressaire wood and Chipilly ridge, 
capturing 700 prisoners and consider- 
able material. 


Emergency Had Passed. 


The counter offensives against the 


Marne salient in July and against the 
Amiens salient in August had gained 
such an advantage that it was ap- 
parent that the emergency, which jus- 
tified the dispersion of our divisions, 
had passed. The moment was propi- 
tious for assembling our divisions. The 
formation of the army in the Chateau- 


allied armies were to be employed ID 
a converging action. 


It should be recorded that although 


rlils general offensive was fully out- 
lined at the conference no one present 
pxpit-sspd the opinion that the final 
victory could be won In 1918. 
In fact. 


It wus believed by rhe Meuse-Argonne 
attack could not be pushed much be- 
yond Monfaucon before the arrival of 
winter would force a cessation of op- 
erations. 


The choice between the two sectors, 


that east of the Aisne, including the 
Argonne forest, or the Champagne 
sector, was left to me. In my opinion. 


Thierry region and its early transfer 
to the sector of the Woevre, which 
was to extend from Nomeny, east of 
the Moselle, to north of St. Mihiel, was 
therefore 
decided 
upon by Marshal 


Foch and myself on Aug. 9, and the de- 
tails were arranged with Gen. Petain 
later on the same day. 


At Bombon, on July 24, there was a 


conference of all commanders in chief 
for the purpose of considering allied 
operations Bach presented proposals 
for the employment of the armies un- 
der his command and these formed 
the basis of future co-operation of 
rhe allies It was emphatically deter- 
mined that the allied attitude should 


no other allied troops had the morale 
or the offensive spirit to overcome 
successfully the difficulties to be me 
in the Meuse-Argonne sector, and ou 
plans and installations had been pre- 
pared for an expansion of operations 
in that direction. 
So the Meuse-Ar 


gonne front was chosen. The entire 
s-ector of 150 kilometers of front ex 
tending from Port-sur-Seille, east of 
the Moselle, west to include the Ar- 
gonne forest, was nccordingly placed 
under 
my 
command, 
including all 


French divisions rhen in that zone. 
The first American army was to pro 
ceed with the St. Mihiel operation 
after which the operation between the 
Meuse and the western edge of the 
Argonne forest was to be prepared 
and launched not later than Septem- 
ber 25. 


On the night of September 11 the 


troops of the first army were deployed 
in position. On the southern face of 
the salient was the first corps'. Ma- 
jor General Liggett commanding, with 
the eighty-second, ninetieth fifth and 
second divisions in 
line, extending 


from the Moselle westward. 


On Its left was the fourth corps. 


Maj. Gen. Joseph T. Dickman com- 
manding, with the eighty-ninth, forty- 
second and first divisions, the left of 
this corps being opposite Montsec 
These two army corps were to deliver 
the principal attack, the line pivoting 
on the center division of the first 
corps. The first division on the left 
of the fourth corps, was charged with 
the double mission of covering its own 
flank while advancing some twenty 
kilometers due north toward the heart 
of the salient, where It was to make 
contact with the troops of the fifth 
corps. 


On the western face of the salient 


lay the fifth corps, Maj. Gen. George 
H. Cameron commanding, with the 
twenty-sixth division, fifteenth French 
Colonial division and the fourth di- 
vision in line, from Mouilly west to 
Les Eparges and north to Wantron- 
ville. 
Of these three divisions the 


twenty-sixth alone was to make a 
deep advance directed southward to- 
ward Vigneulles. The French division 
was to make a short progression to 
the edge of the heights in order to 
cover the left of the twenty-sixth. 
The fourth division was not to ad- 
vance. 


In the center between our fourth 


and fifth army corps, was the second 
French Colonial corps, Maj. Gen. E. J. 
Blondlat commanding, covering a front 
of 40 kilometers with three small 
French divisions. These troops were 
to follow up the retirement of the en- 
emy from the tip of the salient. 


At dawn on Sept. 12, after four hours 


of violent artillery fire of preparation, 
and accompanied by small tanks, the

first operation of the American army, 
the reduction of the salient of St 
Mihiel was to be undertaken as soon 
as the necessary troops and material 
could be made available. 


On Aug. 20, a further discussion with 


Marshal Foch was held at my head- 
quarters at Ligny-en-Barrois. At this 
meeting it was proposed by Marshal 
Foch that the general operations as 
far as the American army was con- 
cerned should be carried out In detail 
by: 


(a) An attack between the Meuse 


and the Argonne by the Second French 
army, reinforced by from four to sis 
American divisions. 


(b) A French-American attack, ex- 


tending from the Argonne west to the 
Souam road, to be executed on the 
right by an American army astride 
the Aisne 
and 
on the left by the 


Fourth French army. 


To carry out these attacks the ten 


to ele\en American divisions suggested 
for the St. Mihiel operation and the 
four to six for the Second French army 
would leave eight to ten divisions for 
an American army on Uie Aisne. It 
\\as proposed that the St. Mihiel op- 
eration should be initiated on Sept. 10 
and the other two on Sept. 15 and 20, 
respectively. 


The plan suggested for the Amer- 


ican participation in these operations 
\vas not acceptable to me, because it 
would require the immediate separa- 
tion of the recently formed first Amer- 
ican army into several groups, main- 
ly to assist French armies. This was 
directly contrary to the principle of 
fonning a distinct American finny, for 
v\hich tny contention had been insist 
ent.

Following three hours of violent ar- 


tillery fire of preparation the infan- 
try advanced at 5 :30 a. m. on Septem- 
ber 26, accompanied by tanks. Dur- 
ing the first t\\o days of the attack, be- 
fore the enemy was able to bring up 
his reserves, our troops made steady 
progress through the network of the 
defenses. 
Montfaucon was held tena- 


ciously by the enemy and was not cap- 
rured until noon of the second day. 


The attack continued without In- 


terruption, meeting six new divisions 
which the enemy threw into firfcJ- 
before September 29. 
He developed 


a powerful machine gun defense sup- 
ported by heavy artillery fire, and 
made frequent counter-attacks with

u-ith few of the auxiliaries necessary 
for its conduct in the modern sense. 
The task of the ordnance department 
in supplying artillery was especially 
difficult. In order to meet our require- 
ments as rapidly as possible we ac- 
cepted the offer of the French govern- 
ment to supply us with the artillery 
equipment of 75's. l.Vi mm. howitzers 
and 155 G. R. F. gun« from their own 
factories for 30 divisions. 
The wis- 


dom of this course was fully demon- 
strated by the fact that although we 
soon began the manufacture of these 
classes of guns at home there were 
no guns of American manufacture Of 
the calibers mentioned on our front at 
the date of the armistice. 


The only guns of these types pro- 


duced at home which reached France- 
before the cessation of hostilities were 
109 75 mm. guns. 


In addition 24 8-inch howitzers from 


the United States reached our front 
and were In use when the armistice 
was signed. Eight 14-inch naval gang* 
of American manufacture were set up" 
on railroad mounts, and most of these 
were successfully 
employed on the 


Meuse-Argonne firont «nder the 
effi- 


cient direction of Admiral Plunkett of 
the navy. 
Aviation. 


In aviation we were entirely de- 


pendent upon our 
allies, and here 


again the French government came to 
our aid until our own program could 
be set under way. Without going into 
a complete discussion of aviation ma- 
terial it will be sufficient to state that 
it was with great difficulty that we ob- 
tained equipment even for training. 
As for up-to-date combat planes, the 
development at home was slow ami 
we had to rely upon the Freneh, wh« 
provided us with a total of 2,676 pur- 
suit, observation and bombing ma- 
chines.
